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FEBRUARY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.36 

Dairy  Farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  milk  order  in  February  1966,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price 
of  $4.36  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5%,  subject  to  a butterfat  dif- 
ferential of  7.1  cents.  The  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cents  per 
hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  authorized  hauling  charges,  and 
location  differentials. 

The  $4.36  price  for  February  1966  is  12  cents  above  the  January  1966 
price,  and  29  cents  above  the  February  1965  price. 

ESITMATED  PERCENTAGES  IN  EACH  CLASS 

In  accordance  with  1047.22(1)  the  Market  Administrator  announced  the 
following  estimated  utilization  percentages  for  February  1966  on  March  11,  1966.

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  21,788,785  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
market  during  February  1966  of  which  16,266,393  pounds  or  75%  was  utilized  in 
Class  I by  15  pool  handlers.  Production  and  Class  I utilization  of  producer 
milk  were  down  12%  and  8%  respectively,  from  January  1966. 

MARCH  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.80 

The  February  basic  formula  price  of  $3.58  (Wisconsin-Minnesota  Series) 
was  increased  by  the  standard  differential  of  $1.20  and  further  increased  by 
a supply-demand  adjustment  of  $0.02  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I 
price  for  March,  This  price  of  $4.80  is  11  cents  more  than  the  February 
Class  I price. 

HEARINGS  ON  CLASS  I MILK  PRICES 

Three  regional  public  hearings  were  held  during  the  past  week,  which 
involved  all  74  Federal  Milk  Marketing  orders.  These  hearings  were  held  in 
St,  Louis,  Missouri,  March  9,  and  in  Denver,  Colorado,  and  Washington,  D.  C., 
March  10. 

The  hearings  were  requested  by  representatives  of  dairy  farmers,  who 
said  present  or  potential  shortages  of  milk  existed  in  their  areas  and  in 
general  throughout  the  Nation. 

Testimony  was  heard  as  to  what  appropriate  level  of  Class  I prices 
should  be  effective  during  the  next  several  months  in  all  Federal  milk 
marketing  areas  to  avert  these  shortages.
